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Claims 1-16 are presented for examination. 

Applicants' amendment and response filed September 27, 2007 have been 
received and entered. 

Claims 6-1 1 are withdrawn from consideration as being drawn to the non- 
elected invention (37 CFR 1.142(b)). 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 12, 14 and 16 are allowable. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as 
set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be 
patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject 
matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was 
made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 
USPQ459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at 
issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

Claims 1-5, 13 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 

unpatentable over Pees et al. (WO 98/46607) of PTO-1449 in view of Muller et al. (WO

96/01256) of PTO-1449, all of record, for reasons of record as set forth in the Office 
action dated June 27, 2007 at pages 3-4 as applied to claims 1-5. 

Applicants' remarks regarding the prior art, Pees et al. in view of Muller et al., 
does not teach the combination of the two fungicidal agents with ratio of 10:1 to 1 :10 
or from 20:1 to 1:20 are not persuasive since the applicants have not demonstrated on 
the record by means of experimental data commensurate in scope with the claimed 
ratios that applicants combination produces any unobvious or unexpected results. 
The mere arguments of applicants are insufficient to overcome the strong prima facie 
case of obviousness without the experimental data. 

Applicants' remarks regarding the instant specification shows synergistic 
effects with the combination of the two fungicidal agents with a ratio of 4:1 to 1 :4 in 
Table B on page 12 is allowable. 

The rejection made under 35 USC 103 is adhered to. 

Claims 1-5, 13 and 15 are not allowed.
